It may be thought, indeed, that the German army 
will invade the city; bnt, despite tho forceaste of the 
Inconveniences of such an occurrence, there exists 
no present com plaint or grum bling. 
Everybody 
subm its readily to the exigencies and pressure of 
the occasion, and each one abides calmly the return 
of more pleasant and happier days. 
The sudden appearance In the streets of lines of 
heavy wagon team s and carts conveying nouseliold 
movables from one place to another, with the con­ 
stant passage to and fro of vehicles laden with 
army forage, hay and stores of various kinds, looks 
ccrtntiily very odd and singular; but otherwise yon 
sec nothing unnsnal In tbe aspect of Paris; nothing 
which would im press yon oi Itself with the opinion 
that anything unusnal had happencil, or give you 
the slightest Idea of the existence 
of a great 
calamity such ns the jircscnt war, or tiiat.-.uoh grave 
danger Impended over tho caplial. 
Whatever may bo really thought of tho situation 
by the Pailslims, or no m atter how Us probable dan­ 
gers niav appear In the eyes of the people for the 
future and at a distance, yon certainly see nothing 
of It in their every day p’.iyslogonomy like as you 
would expect to find under the circum stances. 
Tills lovely cltT certainly aiTorUs a rather m elan­ 
choly look of Itself, being most likely doomed ui 
suifer great damnKO, perhaps destruellon, at the 
hands of a foreign foe, hut beyond tins everything 
goes on Just, as usual. 
The shops are all open at the same hour, and gaily 
dresseil crowds go iliroiigh Ihclr everyday busi­ 
ness, following the usual cuiirso and routine, al­ 
though tho sudden exodus of thousands of strangers 
and pleasure seeking visitors has given a very se­ 
vere check to the receipts and profits of the trade. 
The consequences of the losses are not apparent, 
however, even lo the nearest observer.

Whatever be the actual facts regarding tills 
battle of Beaumont it is not to be denied that 
Pnissia cannot bo easily driven from the posi­ 
tion which she has so nobly won, 
There are 
those who think that France is yet strong 
enough to repel the invader. 
Wo do not say 
that she is not. 
But we do say that for her 
own interest, not to say glory, she has been 
too slow to reveal her strength. 
It was said 
by the first Napoleon that he never knew the 
meaning of resistance until he crossed the 
Rhine. 
In Italy conquest was easy. 
The 
bright skies and the soft climate of the south 
made men shrink from the bayonet. 
Directly, 
however, the viotorious legions of the republic 
crossed the Rhine it was felt that the bayonet 
was no longer an object of terror. 
On the 
Dorthem side of that river men were encount­ 
ered who with stronger arms could wield the 
deadly weapon, and with broader breasts 
could receive the attack. 
The Germans have 
not deteriorated, but Improved since the days 
of the first Napoleon. 
Physically they are 
what they ever have been—far more than a 
match for their southern rivals; but to physi­ 
cal snperiorlty they have added the results of 
superior intellect, the mighty appllanoes of 
modern science. 
Since the days when the 
Goths, 
the Vandals and the Huiis cama 
pouring destructively down on the civili­ 
zation of 
the 
south, 
no 
such 
revela 
tion of northern energy has been given to 
the world. 
Oa this continent we know the 
value of the Northern race<«. 
AU that is good 
and great in these United States is traceable 
to a Northern origin. 
The surplus energies 
which were wont to let themselve.s loose upon 
the happier regions of Southern Europe have 
been finding for many years past a more agree­ 
able outlet, in the New World across tho seas. 
We mention this clrcumstanco to show the su­ 
periority of the Germans, physically consid­ 
ered, as compared with the French, 
in our 
judgment, whatever be tho result of this fight, 
the centre of European civilization will not in 
the future be sought in France, but in Ger­ 
many. 
This war has already done much. 
It has 
made Germany a unit. 
U has boon the great 
aim of all the leading French statesmen of 
modern times to prevent this union. 
To make 
this union impossible M. Thiers and M, Guizot 
have exerted themselves quite as much as has 
done Louis Napoleon. 
To prevent this union 
the present Emperor of the French has persist­ 
ently, but not wisely, labored during the last 
eighteen years. 
To prevent this union Napo­ 
leon commenced the present war. 
But the 
means have defeated themsolvcs. 
The war 
which was meant to destroy German unily 
has actually built It up. 
Hanoverians and 
Saxons, Wilrtembergers and Bavarians are all 
Prussians in this contest. 
Result the fighting 
as it may, the unity already accomplished and 
sanctified by so much precious blood can 
never be undone. 
This, however, is not the 
only result. 
The 
Bonaparte 
dynasty is 
doomed, and, through the Bonaparte dynasty, 
the whole fanciful fabric of Ijaiin unity has 
crumbled to pieces. 
For at least another 
generation tho Bonapartes must retire into 
private life, nor are we likely for many years 
to come to hear much of the unity of the Latin 
races. 
The return of the Orleans princes to power 
is no longer a mere posslbllily.

The reported battle is probably a 
mere skirmish, as nothing more than the 
extreme vanguard of MacMahon oould have 
reached that point, and the main body of 
Prince Frederick Charles’ army is much nearer

Tho advance of MaoMahon has proba­ 
bly struck the vidoltes of Prince Charles, but 
such skirmishes are tho preliminaries of all 
great battles, and an important engagement 
between the two armies may occur to-day. 
In the meantime Bazaine, in his cage at 
Melz, is making desperate efforts to get free. 
He co-operates with MacMahon by keeping 
General Steinmetz in play, while the army of 
relief is winning its daring way through the 
lines of the Prussian Princes. 
Everything 
depends upon the rapidity with which tho 
Crown Prince moves. 
Ho has not heretofore 
proven a laggard, and in the very midst of the 
coming battle he may swoop like an ava­ 
lanche upoa the rear of MacMahon and crush 
him.

T he B a ttle o f 
The King of Prussia says, of the battle of 
Beaumont, “ MacMahon was beaten and driven 
from Beaumont across tbe Meuse to Mouzon.” 
Across tbe Meuse was exactly where Mac­ 
Mahon wanted to go in pursuing bis plan of 
striking tbe forces that held Bazaine; there­ 
fore the more hurrying his passage is a dis­ 
aster only in so far as he may have suffered a 
loss not necessary to the accomplishment of 
bis parpóse. 
His Prussian Majesty reports 
tbe capture from the French of twelve guns and 
several thousand prisoners. 
The small loss of 
artillery indicates that the French were not in 
such a hurry to got away as they have been 
on some occasions lately ; the more especially 
as MacMahon is reported to be rich in artil­ 
lery and to have not less than six hundred 
cannon. 
MaoMahon was at Chalons, it will be remem­ 
bered, when the Crown Prlnoe of Prussia had 
his army between Bar-le-Dilo and Troyes. 
MacMahon retired upon Rheims, as if pretend­ 
ing only a wish to cover Paris, thas hoping to 
tempt tbe Grown Prince to push his march 
thither. 
He was in some degree successful 
iu that manoeuvre, 
since it 
resulted in 
leaving MacMahon 
two 
marches nearer 
to 
the 
armies 
about 
Metz 
than the 
Crown Prince was. 
He had then the opportu­ 
nity, apparently, to throw himself upon the 
Prussians who held Bazaine—and by thus 
turning the scale of power and numbers against 
them crushing them before the Grown Prince 
could come to the rescue. 
This was bis pur­ 
pose, and to accomplish it be had to cross the 
Meuse near Sedan. 
It is reported be did this 
successfully on Tuesday, and the King’s report 
seems to bo of an event coincident with or re­ 
lated to that passage. 
It was, therefore, very 
likely, an affair of tbe Prussian corps named 
in the King's despatob, with MacMabon’s rear 
guard, or with a corps posted further up tbe 
river purposely to cover the crossing. 
The 
fact that this force retired across the river be­ 
fore the Prussians is in some degree an indi­ 
cation that tbe main force was then already 
safely over. 
Tbe affair on the heights be­ 
tween Vouzlers and Attlgny was evidently 
with MacMahon’s rear guard. 
It is evident, therefore, tnat MacManon has 
succeeded in so far as getting over the river 
is snccess.

Hostile armies moviug rapidly and 
fighting continually make a perfect desert of 
the country through which they move. 
Thera 
would have been scarcely more trouble to for­ 
ward intelligence from Gaul to Italy during the 
campaigns of Julius Caesar than at the present 
time. 
Thus the greater credit is due Ameri­ 
can journalistic enterprise for the rapidity with 
which it obtains and transmits reliable infor­ 
mation of the events which are transpiring. It 
is a triumph of the nineteenth century, because 
it proves that the human skill is not subordi­ 
nate to the railroad and telegraph, which are 
its own creations. 
By utilizing all the re­ 
sources which tend to effect the desired object 
American journalists have taught English and 
other European newspapers a lesson iu the art 
of journalism. 
So far as the H e r a l d is specially concerned 
we need only remind the reader of our special 
despatches during the rebellion. 
Then we 
spent halt a million of dollars in the transmis­ 
sion of news, without counting the expense of 
a large corps of correspondents. 
If necessary 
we are ready to expend a sum twice as great 
in procuring news from the present seat of war 
in Europe. 
We have correspondents with 
every division of both armies, and besides 
have writers stationed at every available point 


pcrsisl.s in identifying the cause of tho em­ 
pire with that of France, while the Messager, 
in set words, cut loose from tho former, but 
vehemently defends the tricolor. 
The German papers are exultant, of course, 
but moderate in their expressions. 
One thing 
they consider certain, viz.; that Paris will bo 
made to foot the bill of the Germans recently 
expelled from her precincts. 
They breathe a 
spirit of settled confidence, and are parti­ 
cularly diligent and discriminating in their 
selections from their European exchanges. 
The letters thus reproduced are especially 
vivid and interesting. 
They give the most 
ample details and data from tbe seat of war, 
interspersed with graphic and life-like nar­ 
rative. 
Tbe Italian and Scandinavian papers 
are also very creditable in their treatment of 
the foreign news, and the excited interest they 
reveal is scarcely less than that displayed by 
the Germans and French. ‘The tone of one 
and all of these sheets Indicates that the grand 
struggle now going on is regarded by every 
nationality in Europe as of the most vital Im­ 
port to the cause of the people everywhere. 
Moreover, tho tone of all excepting the Cour- 
rier is decidedly republican for the Old World, 
although the New Yorker Journal fears that 
the republicans of France have lost their op­ 
portunity. 
Thus from the editorial watch tower we are

It was charged in the Corps L<tgls- 
latlf that the Prussians shelled the dwelling 
part of tbe fortress, and refused to allow the 
women and children to leave, for the purpose 
of compelling a speedy capitulation. They had 
failed, however, in their design, as the people 
remained resolute and defiant.

The German war loan of eerentf-flve 
miUlons of dolUrs has not been taken up with 
the alacrity whioh disüogalshes the French Itt 
their war loans. 
While the French people, 
however, under the teachings of the empire, 
make very few inveetmenta of their money 
outelde of France, the Germans are ready for 
a venture In the uttermost parts of tho earth, 
upon a good interest, with good security for 
tho principal. 
Thus, for Instance, tbe Ger­ 
mans hold nearly a thousand mlBions of 
United States bonds. They took them bseauae 
they had faith In our government and were 
satisfied that six per oeot interest In gold was 
a good thing for tbe bondholder. The French, 
on tbe other band, have invested very little ta 
our government securities, because, ae a 
people, they are not In the habit of patting 
their money into any securities outside of 
France. 
When their own government, thenv 
fore, calls upon them for a loan, the French 
people rash with their savings to take It uja 
They have been keeping thoir little stores of 
money—the accumulations, often, of years of 
Industry and ooonomy—for this very purpose, 
as a safe place of deposit. 
Hence, while tbe 
late French war loan was snbsoribad for oa 
the spot, and twice beyond the amount re­ 
quired, the Gorman war loan gets on oaive 
slowly, because the savings of that people 
have already been invested in United States 
bonds, and the holders do not care to depre­ 
ciate their value in a general rush to sell. 
“Slow and sure” is tho German motto in turn­ 
ing their money from one investment to 
another. 


N ew Y erk Politice—(Ir e e le r 
fo r O ev ern er. 
Tbe Democratlo State Central Committee 
have called a State Convention to be held in 
the city of Rochester on the 21st of Septem­ 
ber. 
This Oonventlon will have very Uttle to 
do.

rence. 
At Havana, that well edited but bit­ 
terly anti-Caban paper, tbe Diario de la 
Marin a, Is well posted up to the latest mail 
dates, and gives very full editorials setting 
forth all the points of information—historical, 
political and 
geographical—concerning the 
war. 
It concludes a two-column leader, in Its 
lesiie of the 2 0th ult., with these words

our opinion the political situation of France is 
more compromised than even the military, 
aod the former has exercised and is still 
exercising 
a powerful Influence upon the 
second. 
If 
it 
be tbe 
fact 
that Na­ 
poleon precipitated the war with political 
objects in view ho will have comprehended 
that ho erred in his calculations, and therein 
has committed suicide.”. This utterance of tbe 
loading loyal Havana journal is something of 
an earnest of the tone perceptible in the 
Spanish press at home.

Cornelius Ackerman was yesterday brought up for

The papers necessary to draw bounty money were 
presented at Washington signed with the name of 
Abraham D. Ackormau, the lather, and the money 
paid. The government subsequently discovered that

The Democratic Congressional Oonveailon for tho 
Firth district of Now Jersey assembled yesterday aftc r- 
noon at Odd Fellow’s Hall, Hoboken. Mayor O’NeUl, 
of Jersey city, was elected temporary ohalrman and 
Henry Pattoerg secretary. 
Business was being 
pushed througn when the delegates flrom the Ninth 
ward of Jersey City took exception to the one-sided 
character of the committee appointed by the chair 
and thereupon a storm arose which all the power 
of tho pohce was for a time unable to qufell, 
A delegate 
named 
Donnelly was set upon, 
knocked down and trampled npon by a tew of the 
pnguaclons boys, who managed to elect themselves 
at the primaries, and who were posted in position 
at the left of the chairman. Four of these were 
conspicuous with ccats off and shirt sleeves tucked 
up for any emergency. Tho yells of these fellows 
at intervals crying “ Pet him out»» converted the 
hall into a pandcmonlnm. 
A recose was taken, 
and when the delegates reassembled Mr. George 
Peters, of Newark, was elected president. He pro­ 
ceeded to appoint a committee on credentials, and 
the namesol the members ot this committee were 
suggested to the ohalrman by one gentleman seated 
on the platform. 
A cry of partiality was hero 
raised, and It turned out to bo well founded, for 
Hoboken and Uudeon Olty were left out lu the cOld. 
This was the cause of an uproar and confusion 
snch as was never witnessed tn a convention in 
Hoboken before, except that of 1866, when General 
Wright was thrown overboard.

NEWBURO'S TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 


Funeral of the Murdered Man-The Murderer’»

TROTTING AT FLEETWOOD PARK, 


A'Match for 85,000 Between Mr. Alley's Bay 


Colt Startle and Mr. Wright's Blaek Colt 


Lothair, Both Three-year^ldi-atar- 


tie the Winner-Wonderful Per- 


formance—Time, 2:38. 


One of the most astonishing cventa that ever oc- 


curred on the trotting turf took place yesterday 
afternoon at the Fleetwood Park, the occasion being 
a match race for (5,000 between Ur. George Alley's 
baj colt Startle, three years old, and Mr. B. Wright's 
black colt Lothair, of the same age, mile heats, in 
harness. Startle distanced his adversary the first 
heat in two minutes ana tltirty-stx seconds, carry- 
ing seventy-seven, pounds over weigM. 


The race was witnessed'by a large number of dis- 


tinguished gentlemen turfmen from all parts of the 
couutry, who expected to witness a fast race, but 
all expressed their astonishment: ac the performance 
of Mr. Alley's coir. Tha track was not fast. IW sur- 
face was smooth, but the dust was deep, and tne 
extra

have put him back several seconds. Good judges of 
time and weight declared after the race tnat with 
regulation weight—that is 160 pounds—and n snlfcy 
weighing sutty pounds, such as is usaally used, the 
colt could easily have bsaten 2:80. He was driven 
by Carl Burr, wno weighed SOT pounds, and the 
sulky weighed about eighty pounds, making In all 
seventy-seven pounds more weight than the colt was 
required to carry. The most remarkable part of the 
performance was that the colt was never urged from 
the start until he reaclien the distance stand, where 
his owner, Mr. Alley, was standing, and, as he 
passed, that gentleman called on Burr to send the 
colt along to let his friends see him step. Mr. Burr 
then touched the colt with the whip, and he came 
away from it like a Dester, without making a skip. 


At the hour annonncedifor the trot to take place 


the bell rang for the colts to come forth, and Lothair 
was the first to make his appearance. 
Closely 


scanning him from h ead to heels, he appeared a per- 
fect horse—larsre, rangy and without a blemish. He 
is all black, with tne exception of a small white spot 
on the forehead, fifteen hands two inches high, and 
finely and muscuiarly developed all over. In fact, 
he looked like a matured horse. While looking over 
jLotnair and admiring his points Startle jogged past, 
and the first glance at him was thac of admiration. 
Lothair seemed faultless in form, but Startle ap- 
peared perfection. 
He is a beautiful bay, with 
three white feet, some white in his forehead, and 
a strine of white over the nose. He la nr- 
teeu hands and one Inch high, and, although 
gracefully proportioned, has as large muscular de- 
veior.ment m the rrgnt places as any colt in the land. 
His style of trotting is easy aud rapid and close to 
tne eround, with a grand and proud way of going" 
He attracted the attention of all the spectators, and 
became a greater favorite than. efeK 


The betting since the announcement of the match 
nau been nearly at even, Lothair having the call in 
most instances until the day before the race, when 
Startle began to be thelavorite, at slignt oada. The 
Eastern delegation laid heavily on Lothair, as he 
was raised m the State of Maine aud was owned In 
Boston, and they followed him here without a doubt 
oi lus winning. Mr. Alley's colt grew in lavor at the 
course until, just before the start, one hundred to 
thirty on, him could not find takers. 


THE KACE. 
Startle won the pole. Tne tolls scored flve times 
before they reached the Stand on even terms and 
both trotting steadilv, .when they were despatched 
with their beads parallel. In an instant Startle 
dashed to the front, and as he rounded the turn, 
one hundred yards from tne stand, he was three 
lengths clear of Lothair- He was soon five lengths in 
front, and then Lothair broke up. Startle Kept 
steady, and when he reached the quarter pole, In 
tnirtv-^even ana a half seconds, he was eighty yards 
ahead or tne other. Lotiiair broke up again after

On affidavit, of Allare the registrar (Mcll- 
wees) was arrested, brought before tne United states 
Commissioner, charged with the violation of the act 
of Congress approved March SI, 18VO; and in default 
of bail he was committed bj the Commissioner to 
answer at the next term of the District Court. Mcll- 
wees applied to Judge Bond for a writ of habeas 
corpus, wnich was granted, and the matter was 
heard before Judge Bond on Monday last. In his

For the protection of pensioners congress at its 


last session enacted that pension money should be 
paid only to the pensioners, _The Treasurer of the 
National Asylnm for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers has 
lieretofore received the pensions of inmates of the 
institution, according to ihe law requiring every one 
on becoming an inmate ana not otherwise exceptea 
to assign his pension to the asylum. The question 
arose at the last quarterly payment whether the cus- 
tom should be continued, or whether the law re- 
quired the pension agent to pay the money to the 
pensioners. The subject liavlng been referred to the 
Attorney General by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
af the request of ihe Second Comptroller, the fol- 
lowins decision has been rendered:— 


DEPAKTMBXT OF JUSTICE, August 29, 1870 
SIR—Yours or the 2Sd inst., enclosing a letter 


from tne Acting Second Comptroller of We Treasury 
has received my attention. My opinion Is deslreti 
upon the following questions contained m the 
u>rnptrolier:s letter, viz.:—can the pension beioit"-- 
Ing to the inmates of the National Asylum lor Dil- 
uuled Volunteer Soldiers be legally paid to the trea- 
surer oi said institution, under the rules of tne 
board of managers during the time they remain 
therein; or must it bepaio directly to the individual 
pensioners themselves? Section eight of the act of 
March 3.1S65. entitled '.-An act to institute a na-

The ass gaments required by this legislation hav- 
ing, aa 1 assume, been dojy executed, tlie periodical 
payments of the pension monev so assumed have 
been made to the officer of the"asylum authorized 
to receive the same. Bnt various Drovisions of an 
act approved July 8.1S70, passed "to define the du- 
ties of pension agents and prescribing the manner of 
paying pensions and for other purposes, "it Is now 
supposed may forbid tnese payments hereafter, and 
upon this you ask my opinion.

This, the writer says. Is actually the state prevalent 
all over the capital, both socially and morally. 


Tncre Is not the least appearance of alarm. There 


Is distiess existing among many families of coarse, 
and tue expectation of an early attack by a very 
large Prussian army produces a verv considerable 
amount of individual uneastneas and anxiety; but 
tliore Is no outward expression of the entertain- 
ment of such leelmgs, either by word or act. 


During four days prior to the day of my writing 


there were constant remo\als of household furni- 
ture, goods aud chattel property from tlie surround- 
ing villages into lae city, as it was expected that the 
suburban points would be occupied by the Prus- 
sians. 


It may DO thought, indeed, that the German army 


will invade the dry: but, despite the forecasts of the 
inconveniences of such an occurrence, tnere exists 
no present complaint or grumbling. Everybody 
submits readily lo the exigencies aud pressure of 
the occasion, and each one abides calmly the return 
of more pleasant and happier days.

certainly very odd and singular; but otherwise you 
see nothing unusual ill the aspect or Paris; nothing 
which would impress you oi itself with the opinion 
that anything nnnsual had happened, or give you 
the slightest* idea of tile existence of a great 
calamity snch as the present war, or that snch grave 
dancer Impended over the capital. 


Whatever may be really tnought of the situation 


by the Parisians, or no matter how Its probable dan- 
gers mav appear In the eyes of tne people for the 
future and at a distance, yon certainly see nothing 
of It in tlieir every day physiogonomy like as you 
would expect to flnd under the circumstances. 


Ttls lonely city certainly affords a rather melan- 


choly loot of itself, being most likely doomed to 
suffer great damage, perhaps destruction, at the 
hands or a foreign foe, but beyond this everything 
goes on jnat as usual. 


The shops are all open at the same hour, and gaily 


dressed crowds go through their everyday busi- 
ness, following the nsnal courso and routine, al- 
though the sadden exodus of thousands of strangers 
and pleasure seeking visitors lias given a very se- 
vere check to the receipts and profits of the trade. 


The consequences of the losses are not apparent, 


however, even to the nearest observer. 


Loungers nil the streets pretty much as nsnal, 


promenaders are met with everywhere, the people 
crowd to the caKs just as they did before, the. boule- 
vards are thronged, and the citizens sit In the pub- 
lic gardens and paries In parties just as dense as In 
any former year, talking over all aorta of topics and 
the war news also. • 


I can observe, it is true, much less vlvaclonsness 


or gaity In their demeauoi; there is less animation 
in the dialogue, and a more serious emphasis placed, 
perhaps, on the utterances; bat apart from this the 
Parisians discuss thedally events transpiring around 
them (and the affairs of the outside world besides) 
just as they dla prevlons to King William's dismis- 
sal of Benedetu at Ems.

afterwards no fewer than twenty-seven legionaries, 
comprising a.sub-adjutant, should have deserted at 
once. It seems the order or ihe day, read to the te- 
gionarics by order or their commander, Colonel Per- 
reaux, has nad but little effect, although he reminded 
the onicers and men of the great honor which had 
devolved upon them since tue departure of the 
French troops—viz., that of representing France in 
the ranks or the Pontifical army. It is even rumored 
that the legion will be disbanded, aud its elements 
distributed between the Zouaves aud German riue 
rejjunent, 


A LUXATIC ARMED. 
A deplorable inciaent occurred yesterday, about 
noon, at tie zouaves' clnb rooms, near the Canipo di
